James 5:1-4, 14-16. 

In these verses of James’ writings I 
believe there is a glowing parallel with 
our prayers of today. James is here 
warning these men concerning their 
riches. 

Your Riches Are Corrupted 


In other words, your possessions 
are rotten and worthless. You 
have torn down your barns and 
built greater ones. They groan with 
the strain of bursting abundance. 
Your large vats are overflowing with 
rich, red, sparkling wine, and the 
overflow forms a red stream across 
the cellar floor. That stream is not 
only‘wine, but the mingled blood and 
sweat of staggering, unclothed, under- 
fed, and unpaid slaves. 

As was customary in the Orient, 
much of a man’s wealth was invested 
n his wardrobe. His closet hung with 
many expensive garments. So full 
were his closets that the small unseen 
moth had to squeeze in, then eat his 
way through to a safe hiding place. 
They were beautiful, but unuse caused 
their defilement. 

Your Gold and Silver Are Cankered 

That by which you are judged today, 
those. shining, glittering pieces of 
identity, if given, blesses many; if paid 
rightfully, increases and returns mul- 
tiplied many folds. 

Your gold is corrupted, rusted. Be- 
cause it has gone unused for so long it 
has cankered. The canker on your 
gold is a witness against you. To these 
rich men their cankered gold takes 
on life. It becomes animated, even 
alive, and cries through voices of 
needy, lean laborers, until heard by 
the Lord of Sabaoth. The rust of them 
shall be witness against you. James 
then tells them to go weep and howl. 
Not weep and repent as a human soul, 
but weep and howl as an animal, be- 
cause they have lived such debased, 
low, animal lives. 

, Now for the Parallel 

Gold is something tangible and 

many times is used in paying a debt, 
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or as a gift. Prayer is also real, acces- 
Sible to all, and is used in paying 
our debt to God, and is a gift from 
God. 2 Tim. 1:6, “Stir up the gift of 
God, which is in thee.” Every Chris- 
tian, upon his adoption into the family 
of God, through the death of Jesus, is 
bequeathed an invaluable legacy, and 
it is prayer. 

Prayer is the most powerful force 

in the universe. Every man can pray. 
The Bible says, “Men ought always to 
pray.” Yes, pray without ceasing, be- 
cause they are bottled in heaven and 
appear as a memorial for us before 
God. 
Our prayerful life makes our Chris- 
tian life garnished, polished, valuable, 
and acceptable to the Lord. A prayer- 
less life makes one unbecoming, 
marred, corroded, even unrecogniz- 
able, and of no value to God. Then it 
is the rust from unused prayer which 
witnesses against us before God. A 
prayerless life is a powerless life. A 
prayerful life is a powerful life. 

He who seeks to save his life shall 
lose it. No man can save himself. 
No man can lift himself by his own 
boot straps. Neither can he add a 
cubit to his height. But after David’s 
encounter with the bear and lion, he 
prayed. His faith was bolstered, and 
he bounded forth to kill Goliath. 
When David was compassed by his 
enemies and his body afflicted, he 
prayed. After contacting God,-he said 
he could run through a troop and 
jump over a wall. 

Hannah prayed, and God gave her 
and His people Samuel the prophet, 
priest, and leader. After Elijah prayed, 
the fire fell. After the thief on the 
cross prayed for Jesus to remember 
him, he went that day to paradise 
with Christ. Paul prayed and was 
caught up into the third heaven. He 
saw things unlawful for men to see. 
John prayed and received a trip to 
Patmos. He saw before him there a 
panorama of the glorious enlighten- 
ments of the Revelation. Martin Luth- 





er prayed and became the porter to 
open the door to an evangelical faith. 

Prayer is essential for our own 
spiritual existence. However, the most 
important and essential prayer is the 
intercessory prayer. 

The rich had the cankered gold to 
witness against them. We have the 
powerless, unspiritual, unvitalized 
prayer to witness against us. 

My humble, urgent plea to a pray- 
ing people is to make our prayers in- 
tercessory. The only way the gold will 
not be cankered is to put it into use. 
The only way our prayers will not be- 
come rusted and corrupted is to make 
them intercessory. We can pray. Will 
we pray for others? 

You may be rich in prayers. You 
may be able to offer the best worded, 
most fluent, and flowery prayer in 
your congregation, but your gold 
prayers are cankered and rusted be- 
cause they are not intercessory. Throw 
your bread out on the water, and it 
will return to you after many days. 

Will the command be to go weep 
and howl because of the cankered gold 
testimony? or, because of our inter- 
cessory prayers, will we hear the words, 
“Enter in”? and there we will lay the 
sheaves of souls at the Master’s feet. 





Lift Him Up 

The early church did not lift up a 
Jesus who could only save people’s 
souls, but One who had all power in 
heaven and in earth and could heal 
their blind eyes, cancers, leprosy, lame- 
ness, etc., as well. Jesus Christ is the 
same yesterday, today, and forever, 
and if the twentieth-century church 
will lift Him up like they did, He will 
do the same works today, and we shall 
have a world-wide revival instead of 
an atomic war.—Earl Cripps, New 
York City. 





Asking God for the things we want, 
for personal benefit, is begging, but 
asking God for the things we need 
for His glory in praying. 
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What Is God’s Will? 


Matt. 7:21, “Not every one that saith 
unto me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into 
the kingdom of heaven; but he that 
DOETH THE WILL OF MY FATHER 
which is in heaven.” This makes it very, 
very important to find out what the 
will of the Father is. Prayerfully 
searching the WORD OF GOD gives us 
a perfect picture of what it takes to 
know and do the will of God. 

Heb. 13:20, 21, “Now the God of 
peace, that brought again from the 
dead our Lord Jesus, that great shep- 
herd of the sheep, through the BLOOD 
of the everlasting covenant, MAKE 
YOU PERFECT in every good work TO 
DO HIS WILL, working in you that 
which is wellpleasing in -his sight, 
through Christ Jesus, to whom be 
glory for ever and ever.

Only through the blood of Jesus is 
one made perfect, and enabled to know 
and do His will. 2 Peter 3:9 says, “The 
Lord is not slack concerning his prom- 
ise, as some men count slackness; but 
is longsuffering tc us-ward, NOT

ISH, but that ALL SHOULD COME TO 
REPENTANCE.” 

Friend, it is not His will that we go 
on in our sinful way, die, and go to 
hell, for Jesus paid the price by giving 
His life that you and I might have a 
chance to repent, and have everlast- 
ing life hereafter.

10:36, “For we have need of 
patience, that after ye have done the 
will of God, ye might receive the prom- 
ise.” Col. 4:12, “That ye may stand 
PERFECT AND COMPLETE IN THE 
WILL OF GOD.” 

In John 7:17 Jesus said, “If any man 
will do his will, he shall know of the 
doctrine, whether it be of God, or 
whether I speak of myself.” So there 
is a possibility of knowing the will of 
God, and of knowing the true doctrine 
of Jesus Christ. 

1 Tim. 2:8, “I WILL therefore that 
men pray every where, LIFTING UP 
HOLY HANDS, without wrath and 
doubting.” Then, it is not silly to pray 
with uplifted hands, HOLY’ hands, 
hands that are clean and pure, hands 
that are interested in doing the will 
of God. Those who do the will of God 
are the ones Jesus called brother, sis- 
ter, and mother. Matt. 12:50, “For 
whosoever shall do the will of my Fa- 
ther which is in heaven, the same 
is my brother, and sister, and mother.” 
Then, if we do not believe His Word, 
and do His will, we can not enter into 
the kingdom of heaven. Remember 
the text, “Not every one that saith un- 
to me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into the 
kingdom of heaven, but he that doeth 
the will of my Father which is in 
heaven.” 

To do His will we must be born 
again. John 1:12,13, “But as many as 
RECEIVED him, to them gave he pow- 
er to become the sons of God, even to 
them that believe on his name: 
WHICH WERE BORN, NOT OF 
BLOOD, NOR OF THE WILL OF THE 
FLESH, NOR OF THE WILL OF MAN, 
BUT OF GOD.” Some like to leave off 
part of this, but it will take all of it 
to make us ready for the kingdom of 
God. 1 Thess. 4:3,4, “For THIS IS 
THE WILL OF GOD, EVEN YOUR 
SANCTIFICATION, that ye should ab- 
stain from fornication: that EVERY 
ONE OF YOU should know how to pos- 
sess his vessel in SANCTIFICATION 
and honour.” Then, how can we do 
the will of the Father if we are not 
sanctified? 

Heb. 2:4, “God also BEARING 
THEM WITNESS, both with signs and 
wonders, and with divers miracles, 
AND GIFTS OF THE HOLY GHOST, 
ACCORDING TO HIS OWN WILL.” It 





being the Father’s will for these gifts 
to be in the church, it surely would 
be against His will for them to be re- 
jected. We cannot go to heaven 
against His will. Rom. 8:26, 27, “Like- 
wise the Spirit also helpeth our in- 
firmities: FOR WE KNOW NOT 
WHAT WE SHOULD PRAY FOR AS 
WE OUGHT: but the Spirit itself mak- 
eth INTERCESSION for us WITH 
GROANINGS WHICH CANNOT BE 
UTTERED. (This is when the Holy 
Ghost is praying through us in lan- 
guages we do not know.) And he that 
searcheth the hearts knoweth what is 
the mind of the Spirit, BECAUSE HE 
MAKETH INTERCESSION FOR THE 
SAINTS ACCORDING TO THE WILL 
OF GOD.” Oh, if people would quit 
being self-satisfied, and seek God’s 
will! Read 2 Tim. 3:1-5. 

1 Cor. 1:1,2, “Paul called to be an 
apostle of Jesus Christ THROUGH 
THE WILL OF GOD, and Sosthenes 
our brother, UNTO THE CHURCH OF 
GOD WHICH IS AT CORINTH (and 
not in heaven), to them that are sanc- 
tified in Christ Jesus, called to be 
saints, with all that in every place call 
upon the name of Jesus Christ our 
Lord, both theirs and ours.” Corinth 
was a town in Greece, in which there 
was a Church of God, of which Paul 
was an apostle, according to the will 
of God. It being the Father’s will for 
a Church of God to be at Corinth (on 
earth), why shouldn’t there be a 
Church of God now? Who has a right 
to change even the name of the 
church? and if it had not been God’s 
will for it to have been thus, it would 
not have been in the Bible. 

Rom. 12:2, “And be not conformed 
to this world, but be ye transformed by 
the renewing fo your mind, that ye 
may PROVE WHAT IS THAT GOOD, 
and ACCEPTABLE, and PERFECT 
WILL OF GOD.” Regardless of what 
the world thinks, one can know, and 
do, and prove the will of God. It is 
very important to look up and prayer- 
fully study these scriptures: 2 Peter 
1:21; 1 Tim. 2:8; Eph. 5:17; 1 John 
2:17; 1 John 5:14; Rom. 12:1, 2; 9:19, 
20. 

God, help us all to earnestly seek 
Thy will, and not that of our own, 
that we may be worthy to enter into 
that Holy City to forever be with our 
dear Saviour. Glory to God!

Matt. 18:15-19, “Moreover if thy 
brother shall trespass against thee, 
go and tell him his fault between thee 
and him alone: if he shall hear thee, 
thou hast gained thy brother. But if 
he will not hear thee, then take with 
thee one or two more, that in the 
mouth of two or three witnesses every 
word may be established. And if he 
shall neglect to hear them, tell it 
unto the church: but if he neglect to 
hear the church, let him be unto thee 
as an heathen man and a publican.” 
Beloved, notice there was a dicipline 
to which to adhere, in speaking of 
this specified system. This proves that 
the church is to have power and au- 
thority. Friends, in the thousand years 
on this earth, with Christ reigning, 
He will exercise power and authority 
—government. We should get used to 
being governed here, then it will not 
be so difficult during the millennium. 


Many contend that the rules and 
regulations of the Church of God are 
a lot of Bible plus what man adds to 
them. Many are continually trying to 
squirm out of Bible discipline. So many 
believe in dictatorship as long at they 
can be the dictator. If we don’t be- 
lieve in church government, how are 
we going to practice what Jesustaught 
in Matt. 18:15-19? 

We are told by some who disbelieve 
in system and order that anything 
other than that which is taught in 
the Bible is a sin. I believe many of my 
readers will quickly acknowledge that 
when the apostles were here several 
things were done for the upbuilding 
of the church on earth which were 
not taught in writing. They used the 
governments and helps God put INTO 
the church. Acts 16:4, 5, “And as they 
(Paul and Timothy) went through the 
cities, they (Paul and Timothy) de- 
livered them (the people) the decrees 
(ordinances, laws, edicts, or judicial 
decisions) for to keep (observe), that 
were ordained of the apostles and the 
elders (not God, or Christ; neither the 
Holy Ghost) which were at Jerusalem 
(not in heaven). And so were the 
churches established (fixed firmly, 
settled, proved legally, strengthened, 
restored) in the faith, and increased 
in number daily.” Notice, the apostles 
and elders at Jerusalem had the au-

thority to ordain. They instituted 
these rules and suggestions for the 
people to obey: These men were work- 
ing for the upbuilding of the Church 
of God on earth. Discipline will be 
carried out in the millennium. Why 
not have system and order in our day? 


Some are stubborn today. The same 
thing existed in the days of the proph- 
ets and the apostles. So will it be in 
the millennium, but Christ will rule 
with a rod of iron (authority); there- 
fore, people will be forced to be obe- 
dient. When Christ reigns on this 
earth, we will have an ironclad rule of 
love, witHout fail. 

We find in Heb. 13:7,17, “Remember 
them which have the rule over you, 
who have spoken unto you the word of 
God: whose faith follow, considering 
the end of their conversation. Obey 
them that have the rule over you, and 
submit yourselves: for they watch for 
your souls, as they that must give an 
account, that they may do it with joy, 
and not with grief: forthatis unprofit- 
able for you.” If any thing is taught in 
the Bible, rule and order is. As long 
as God’s church rules in harmony 
with the Bible, I am sure God will put 
His approval upon it. 

We must not get too far away from 
our text, because we are taught to 
“Walk by the samerule,let usmind the 
same thing.” 

Many who fight system and order 
contradict their own theory in many 
ways. For consideration, think of this: 
When a funeral is in our midst, we ar- 
range for it. We select the proper 
songs, have a suitable prayer, a proper 
Scripture reading, and the proper ser- 
mon for the occasion. This proves we 
are in favor of descipline. When people 
are converted, they look next to be 
baptized. 

Our God is a God of system and 
order. I am glad He is. If God were 
to act in His problems as many of His 
people do in theirs, I wonder what the 
outcome would be. In heaven there is 
system, and it should be so in our 
homes, churches, governments, 
schools, states, counties, districts, etc. 
If automobiles are not assembled as 
they should be, then they will not 
perform as they should. So it is with 
the church organization. Proper rules 


must be followed to have perfect per- 
formances. 
CONCLUSION 

1 Cor. 5:5, “To deliver such an one 
unto Satan for the destruction of the 
flesh. . . .” Who gave Paul this au- 
thority? 

1 Cor. 7:17, “But as God hath dis- 
tributed to every man, as the Lord 
hath called every one, so let him walk. 
And so ordain I in all churches.” Who 
gave Paul this privilege? to ordain in 
ALL the churches. 

1 Cor. 11:34, “And if any man 
hunger, let him eat at home; that ye 
come not together unto condemnation. 
And the rest will I (Paul) set in order 
when I come.” Who gave this power to 
Paul? 2 Cor. 13:2, “I told you before, 
and foretell you, as if I were present, 
the second time; and being absent 
now I write to them which heretofore 
have sinned, and to all other, that if I 
come again, I will not spare.” Friends, 
I am confident that the early church 
had real system and order. Verse 10, 
“. . lest being present I should use 
sharpness . . . to edification, and not 
to destruction.” Why did he have the 
right to use sharpness? 

1 Tim. 1:20, “. . . Hymenaeus and 
Alexander; whom I have delivered 
unto Satan, that they may learn not 
to blaspheme.” Paul had the legal 
right to exercise discipline on this 
occasion. He had received the power 
from someone. You may say that it 
was given him directly from God. No, 
if that were so, many would have re- 
belled against him. In all probability, 
Paul had the church authority in this 
section. At any rate, he was carrying 
out church orders. 

1 Tim. 3:5, “For if a man know not 
how to rule his own house, how shall 
he take care of the Church of God?” 
Paul infers that the church organiza- 
tion should be carried out in a Biblical 
manner, and he proceeded to do so. 1 
Tim. 5:1, “Rebuke not an elder, but in- 
treat him as a father; and the young- 
er men as brethren.” Paul states that 
the members should not rebuke an 
elder; that would be out of order. I 
would that those who think system 
and order is incorrect think on this 
verse for a few moments, then per- 
haps they could see that they are out 
of order. 

Titus 3:10, “A man that is an here- 
tick after the first and second admo- 
nition reject.” Paul tells just exactly 
what to do when a person fails to do 
right. Many would like to stick closely 
to the definite “seventy times seven”

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First Northeastern Youth Con

On the night of April 8, 1948, dele- 
gates from eighteen Northeastern 
states, and visitors from the South 
and West, gathered in the Emery Au- 
ditorium, in Cincinnati, Ohio, for the 
first regional Youth Congress of the 
Church of God in that vicinity. 

As: service time came near, delegates 
gathered in the beautiful auditorium, 
some having traveled for hours and 
hours, and all having looked forward 
to this great meeting for months and 
months. From the platform, on out 
through the lobby, came the soft notes 
of the trumpet as Joe Milligan, Illinois 
state youth director, played. The invo- 
cation was given by Rev. Paul H. Walk- 
er, and the meeting opened with Rev. 
O. W. Polen, Ohio state youth director, 
in charge. Rev. Ralph E. Williams, Na- 
tional Youth Director, introduced each 
state overseer; they each came to the 
speakers’ stand and gave very encour- 
aging statements concerning the 
youth work. Each state youth direc- 
tor came to the platform, gave his 
name and what state he represented, 
and had the delegates from that state 
stand, thus showing a grand represen- 
tation from the various states. Dis- 
tinguished guests were introduced and 
the “Who’s Who” came to a close. Rev. 
J. L. Goins, Ohio state overseer, and 


Rev. G. W. Lane, pastor of the Cincin- 
nati church, made everyone feel most 
welcome. Rev. M. P. Cross, Illinois 
Overseer, prayed the consecratory 
prayer, bringing all nearer the Lord 
where His presence could be realized. 

The speaker of the evening, Rev. 
S. G. Brock, delivered a powerful mes- 
sage from 1 Samuel 16:10, 11, on 
“Youth’s Place in the Church of God,” 
bringing out “youth meeting the chal- 
lenge and answering the question, 
‘Does youth have a place in the pro- 
gram of God?’” He pointed out that 
when the children of Jesse passed by 
Samuel, David wasn’t there, and Sam- 
uel was not impressed with any of 
them. He said, “Are these all thy 
children?” Jesse said, “There remain- 
eth yet the youngest, and, behold, he 
keepeth the sheep.” They brought him 
in, and God said, “There is the man”; 
not the older ‘rough necks,’ who were 
hard to handle; but the youngest, who 
had not yet reached maturity and was 
yet tender and could be trained. A 
little later David heard the giant chal- 
lenge the children of God, and he said, 
“Who can defy God’s army? . 
me go in my own way.” He knew how 
to get the job done, because he had 
tried it out on the lion and the bear. 
So must we do the little tasks well be-

fore we face the giants in life, and 
then know our strength and how to go 
about getting the job done. 


The message came to a close as the 
youth in the audience, together with 
the older folk, responded to a conse- 
cration service call and knelt around 
the altar, sincerely seeking more of 
the power of the Lord in their lives. 

Friday morning the large crowd 
gathered in the beautiful church at 
Twelfth and Elm streets, and service 
began under the direction of Rev. 
Ralph E. Day, Michigan state youth 
director. Special singing and Bible 
meditation of great inspiration pre- 
ceded “Church of God Youth—Past, 
Present, Future,” by the National 
Youth Director. The audience eager- 
ly listened as Reverend Williams told 
how Rev. M. P. Cross, as state over- 
seer of Michigan, and Rev. Houston 
R. Morehead, as a minister in the 
State, organized the “Harvesters” in 
Michigan. Brother H. L. Chesser 
served on the committee which drew 
up a constitution for the organization 
of the young people in Florida. They 
adopted the constitution for that state 
and named the organization the 
“Young People’s Endeavor.” Through 
the efforts of Brother Cross, Brother 
Morehead, and the brethren of Fior- 
ida, the organization was submitted to 
the General Assembly and received 
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congress of the Church of God

official endorsement. From that we 
had the beginning of the youth work 
in the Church of God—1927-28. Broth- 
er Williams said, “We have traveled on 
for several years, growing steadily, and 
I want to express right here my ap- 
preciation for what the Church has 
done throughout the years for the 
young people.” The audience was 
quick to respond in sanctioning Broth- 
er Williams’ statement as an expres- 
sion of their appreciation for what the 
Church has done for the youth. At the 
end of Rev. Williams’ message, the 
audience stood, promising to do some- 
thing to win young people in the serv- 
ices, and in their efforts, and prayed 
to that effect. 

The morning sermon was by Rev. 
John C. Jernigan, General Overseer, 
“If I Were Young Again.” His text 
was 1 John 2:14, written by supposed- 
ly the youngest of the twelve apostles, 
who had grown old but realized the 
importance of youth in the work of 
God, to the young men, “Because ye 
are strong, have the word of God abid- 
ing in you, and ye have overcome the 
wicked one.” Reverend Jernigan ex- 
pressed how it filled his heart with joy 
to see the young men, who have grown 
up in the Church, standing stedfast 
and unmovable in the doctrines of the 
Bible. 

Friday afternoon service time came 
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none too soon, with Rev. Kenneth 
Combs, youth director of Delaware, 
Maryland, and the District of Colum- 
bia, in charge and an outstanding lec- 
ture forum, “Youth and Church Mem- 
bership,” by Rev. Carl Hughes. All 
doubts concerning the importance of 
youth joining the Church were elimi- 
nated as the value of the Church in 
training and supporting the youth in 
their spiritual lives was pointed out. 
An inspirational vocal number, by 
Miss Wandalee Stephens, “Jesus Let 
Me Walk with Thee,” was followed by 
a Spirit-filled message by an accom- 
plished young evengelist, Rev. E. H. 
Miles. 

Many uplifting and _ soul-stirring 
songs led up to the climax of the song 
service Friday night, with the Home- 
land Harmony Quartet of Cincinnati, 
singing, “My Lord Delivered Me,” and 
the Daniel Sisters, “I Want to Be More 
and More Like Jesus.” Bible medita- 
tion, by Rev. Russell Tiday, on “Focus- 
ing Our Lives” was very inspiring. In- 
strumental numbers, “There Is Power 
in the Blood” and “I’m Anchored in 
Jesus,” added much to the service. 


The message of the evening, “Youth 
and Modernism,” was by Rev. L. H. 
Aultman, state overseer of Kentucky, 
preaching in the absence of Rev. 
James T. Pitts, who was very ill. His 
text was Psalm 119:9, and the mes- 
sage, including awakening facts and 
challenging conditions in the world to- 
day, created zeal and hunger for 
wholehearted consecration that 
brought an overflowing crowd to the 
altar, saying they would stand for the 


Church and fight against modernism. 


Rev. George R. Cook, West Virginia 
state youth director, who plans to re- 
turn to India in the near future, was 
in charge of the Saturday morning 
service, which added great spiritual 
strength to the meeting. Rev. Walter 
Pettitt gave the Bible meditation from 
St. James 5:1-13, warning against the 
rust of unused prayers that will wit- 
ness against us before God. “Soon 
I’m Going Home,” by the McCane 
Quartet, added much to the spiritual 
fervor of the meeting. An unusual 
feature of the program was a panel 
discussion on “To What Extent Can 
Christian Young People Safely Asso- 
ciate with Sinner -Young People?” 
under the direction of Rev. R. E. Lov- 
elle. All speakers were alert, with well- 
constructed arguments; such as 
“When we are in contact with the 
world we don’t have to do the things 
that the world does,” and Jesus said, 
“Father, they are in the world, but not 
of the world.” 


Then came one of the high lights 
of the entire meeting, the message on 
“A Consecrated Youth,” by Rev. V. B. 
Rains, from 1 Cor. 6:19,20. With him 
we realize that after Christ has washed 
us from our sins and we have been 
cleansed by the power of Jesus Christ, 
after we have received the Holy Ghost, 
we still have within ourselves the priv- 
ilege of giving wholly to God. “May 
we have more consecrated youth, 
given wholly in spirit and in body for 
sacred use, not forgetting that we are

mistakes a day, but Jesus also taught 
that we may use only three admo- 
nitions, according to Matt. 18:15-19, if 
we so desire. 

Acts 15:6, 28, “And the apostles and 
elders came together for to consider of 
this matter. For it seemed good to the 
Holy Ghost, and to us, to lay upon you 
no greater burden than these neces- 
sary things.” Here you have the of- 
ficials doing their duty according to 
system and order and discipline. 

Friends, consider Acts 15:1-22. Read 
these verses carefully. If church dis- 
cipline were not the order at this par- 
ticular time, when there was confu- 
sion, dissension, and disturbances 
among the people, then I wonder what 
it could be called. 

I have merely touched the doctrine 
of governments, but this should be 
enough to prove that God desires that 


we be businesslike instead of care-~ 


free in regard to His work. Practically 
everything else has a system, and I 
think that God’s work should be run 
systematically.
